REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Upon further consideration this application has been allowed. As applicant argues in the 
response submitted on 7/23/07, Rau et al does not disclose confining the flow of a temperature- 
controlled liquid within an internal pipe. Instead Rau et al discloses temperature controlled 
medium flowing generally throughout the entire roller 12. Similarly, Feller et al does not teach 
confining a liquid to an internal pipe. Instead Feller et al teaches several chambers and tubes 53, 
54, 55 as shown in Figure 3 of Feller et al and discussed in col. 3, lines 41-60 of Feller et al 

Additionally, it is noted that neither Feller et al or Rau et al teach an exposing drum 
apparatus or device. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,3,4-10, and 15-17 have been allowed primarily for the apparatus controlling a 
temperature of a printing plate in an external drum exposer, the apparatus having an internal pipe 
such that a flow of temperature-controlled liquid is confined with in the internal pipe and further 
including webs connected to the internal pipe. 

Claim 12 has been allowed primarily for the exposer having an internal pipe such that a 
flow of temperature-controlled liquid is confined with in the internal pipe and further including 
webs connected to the internal pipe. 

Claim 14 has been allowed primarily for the exposure drum having an internal pipe such 
that a flow of temperature-controlled liquid is confined with in the internal pipe and further 
including webs connected to the internal pipe.
